Lived on Ten and Twelve 
Cents a Day, He Says 
in Farewell Letter. 


Tired of poverty, which has made it 


necessary for him to subsist on 


12 cents a day, C. A. 
Tenth street, fired an ineffective shot at 
himself in an effort to end his life at 
Meramec Highlands. 

He was arrested on a charge of car- 
rying concealed weapons and is a pris- 
oner in Clayton Jail. 

Horup went to Meramee Highlands 
Wednesday afternoon. Walking into the 
grove overlooking the river he sat down 
and wrote four letters on paper which 
he had brought fn his poekets. Three 
he placed in envelopes and addressed 
one to “‘The Coroner,’’ one toe A. J. Fox, 
8098 Chestnut street, one to John Connel, 
1017 South Tenth street. The fourth, ad- 
dressed to “The Public,” he left at- 
tached to the tablet on which he had 
written it, and unsigned. 


Fired at His Head. 

Walking to the village, he stood in 
front of the Postoffice’ and drew his re- 
volver. James Meisley saw his purpose 
and approached him to take the weap- 
on from him. Nervous lest he should 
miss the opportunity he craved, the old 
man fired wildly in the direction of his 
head. Before he could fire again, Meis- 
ley had seized him. 

Deputy Sheriff Stansell was called and 
arrested Horup. When he was asked 
for an explanation he exhibited the note. 
uddressed to the public. It read: 

“It seems wrong to make myself a 
criminal, but it must be done. No one 
has any use for me any longer, or seems 
to care for me, I have Been living so 
long on 10 and 12% cents @ day that ! 
have lost my strength. Now that my 
eyesight has failed me, I can do no 
more.” 

The letters to the Coroner and to Fox 
differed little from this. Te Connel, his 
landlord, he wrote that he had hoped 
to be able to pay what he Owed, but had 
found that impossible, so had decided to 
end his life before the debt becamz2 
greater.

He remained 
away so long that the St. Louis Coun- 
ty prosecuting authorities concluded he 
did not intend to return and the case 
was placed before the county grand 
jury in the endeavor to indict and ex- 
tradite him, if necessary. 

While Pritchett was courting Mrs. Ma- 
tilda Ridenour, wife of one of his Wells- 
ton parishioners and. now the chief 
complainant against him, he taught her 
the gentle art of writing love letters, 
and he tried to teach her to write pas- 
sionate poetry. 

He was an ardent wooer himself, and 
the letters he wrote to married women 
of his flock fairly seethed with passion. 
He was out of town much of the time. 
When he returned from his first trip he 
complained to Mrs. Ridenour that the 
letters she wrote him were too cold. She 
answered that she knew nothing about 
writing love letters. 

“I'll show you how,” said the accom- 
modating preacher, and he sat beside 
her for hours teaching her. 

“I knew I ought not to write to him,” 
said Mrs. Ridenour Thursday, ‘‘and for 
a long time I refused to write, partly 
because I had no experience in writing 
such letters as I received from him. He 
offered to teach me how to write love 
letters that would make him feel good 
when he got them. He was urzent 
about it. He said my letters were se 
chilly they made him have cold feet.

lutionize industrial conditions in the United States, and eventu- 


ally, throughout the world. 


This woman is Mrs. J. A. 


Everitt of 


Indianapolis. Her idea is embodied in the organization and plans 


of the American Society of Equity. 


The St. 


Louis Equity Exchange, 


whose formation was an- 


nounced in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, proposes to make a prac- 


tical trial of the idea in this city and the surrounding country. 


The organizers and promoters 


Success. 

New York City’s milk bill for 1906 
amounted, in round numbers, to $41,000,- 
000. Of this sum, $18,000,000 went to the 
milk producers, $3,500,000 was paid for 
transportation charges and the remaind- 
er, $19,500,000, was taken by commission 
men, jobbers and retailers as the “‘prof- 
its’’ of distribution to consumers. 

These facts fairly illustrate the c~™- 
ditions which are sought to be correct- 
ed by the Society of Equity and its 
various branches. Such conditions pre- 
vail, in one form or another in all the 
markets of the United States. 

Too Many Commissions. 

Producers. and consumers of market 
products, and particularly of those com- 
ing from the farms, have been con- 
vineed that the profits of distribution 
are too large—that too much is taken in 
commissions. Boiled down,. the purpose 
of the new movement is to bring pro- 
ducers and consumers into close rela- 
tions, to cut out the middleman and 
his profits so far as possible, and to 
divide those profits equitably between 
producer and consumer. 

This looks like a large undertaking, 
but actual experience in many parts of 
the United States has proyed that the 
idea is practicable. Excellent results 
have followed the first trials in the 
Eastern, Southern and Western states. 
Success appears to depend chiefly upon 
close attention to practical details of 
management. 

The plan and its application have de- 
veloped within a short time. Five 
years ago it was merely a dream in 
the mind of a woman; today it has be- 
come a power in the agricultural world. 
As compared with its present form, the 
germ of the idea was crude. It related 

to the producer alone; his interests 
‘ were the only ones considered in the 
first stages. 

How Plan Developed, 

It was plain enough that the producer 
of farm crops had little to say concern- 
ing the prices his products should bring 
in the markets and the prefits he should 
receive. It occurred to Mrs. Everitt 
that this condition might be remedied 
in large part if the farmers could be 
induced to “pool” their interests. Es- 
sentially this part of the idea was not 
‘new, but many of the means employed 
in ite development are novel and stand 
te the credit of this woman's original- 
ity and judgment. 

Mrs. Everitt is the wife of James A. 
Everitt, editor and publisher of an In- 
dianapolis agricultural journal. The 
twe have worked together, and it was 
Mr. Everitt who undertook to do the 
field work in putting the plan into 
effect. A modest beginning was made 
in the peanut fields of Virginia, where 
the growers were organized and their 
crops pooled and held for better prices 
than those then prevailing.

tobacco growers. This trial also suc- 
ceeded. A warehouse system was de- 
veloped whereby growers were enabled 
to realize part of the value of their 
crops, While sharing in the later ad- 
vance of price. The grain growers were 
next enlisted, and today, throughout the 
Western States, county branches of the 
society maintain and operate grain ele- 
vators on the co-operative plan. In 
Nebraska these “independent”’ farmers’ 
elevators have played a large part in 
the overthrow of the Elevator Trust, 
Which had kept close control of the 
State’s grain crops. 
Labor Unions Interested. 


Notwithstanding the success of these 
ventures, something appeared to be 
lacking. The consumer was left out of 
the account in the scheme. At the na- 
tional convention of the American So- 
ciety of Equity, held at East St. Louls 
in November, 1906, this feature was con- 
sidered, and it. was then proposed to 
bring the various producers’ leagues 
into closer relations with consumers. 

It was suggested this might be speed- 
ily brought about if the co- operation of 
organized labor could be enlisted. Te 
this end a committee was appointed and 
lustructed to propose such an alliance at 
the twenty-sixth annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor, held 
at Minneapolis last November. The pro- 
posal was approved by the Federation, 
and the organization of loca} produce 
exchanges was begun in Chicago, De. 
troit, Minneapolis, Milwaukee, St. Louis 
and elsewhere. 

The St. Louis exchange, which wil! 
be the first in the United States to get 
into actual operation, has been pro- 
moted by Rev. Father J. T. Tuohy, 
Owen Miller, president of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, and George 
Wickline, a farmer. 


Will Operate a Dairy. 


As a beginning the exchange will 
open a dairy for the supply of the local 
market, extending its field gradually 
to include other farm products. Under 
the agreement cffected with the labor 
bodies, products sold by the exchange 
will bear union ‘tabela. and the _  ex- 
changes are to be pacronfved so far as 
possible by union men. In return, 
producers are expected to buy none but 
union-made products of labor. These 
producers’ leagues of farmers, however, 
are not organized as ‘abor unions. 

The avowed objects of the new move- 
ment, in addition to those indicated 
above, are chiefly these: To end spec- 
ulation and “‘gambling’’ in all farm 
products; to open foreign markets -»o 
American farm products; to secure legis- 
lation in the interest of the farmer: 
to promote good road construction, ir- 
rigation and safe and equitable bank- 
ing; to prevent child labor on the farms 
and generally to improve the social and 
economic condition of the farmer.

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FAIR TRADE AND THE HOLOUP. 

‘The first “clean-ups” on the rise in the specu- 
ative prices of wheat, reported from Chicago 
make those of St. Louis operators seem small. 
Where a St. Louis operator is congratulated and 
envied for “pulling ont” $100,000, $600,000 seems 
no such great matter for a good ordinary Chi- 
cago expert at the game of forestalling the mar- 
ket and levying toll on the family flour barrel. 

This, however, is only a beginning. We have 
not yet begun marketing the crop on which these 
“profits” are made. It is still in the fields. If, 
when it is harvested and marketed, the demand 

r it for food is so pressing that the number of

DESERTING THE SCHOOLROOM. 
The reported shortage in the local.teacher mar- 
get astonishes no one who is familiar with the 
situation. The price of teachers is so low that 
it does not pay the cost of manufacture. It takes 











teacher out of raw material representing itself 
considerable cost. The minimum training em- 
braces eignt years in the gra-imar schoo!, fou 
years in the high scnool and three years in the 
normal school. 

When a teacher has undergone this systematic 
training for 15 years, the highest price she can 
command in the St. Louis public schools in $420 
‘@ year, or $1.15 per day, counting all the year 
round. Counting a working year as 200 days, 
she receives only $2.10 for each day’s work, and 
for about three montus nothing. These wages are 
paid in the grammar schools. The kindergarten 
teachers, who require—in order to be efficient— 
the same course of training, with perhaps addi- 
tional special training for kindergarten work, 
receive only $340 a year, or $1.70 per day for 200 
working days. 

There is not a day laborer reeeiving as low pay 
as this, and in comparison with teachers skilled 
mechanics are high-salaried men. The highest 
wage which a teacher in the elementary schoo!s 
can get after years of service, is $948 a year— 
less than $80 per month. 

All the cities of the Union are offenders in the 
matter of paying school teachers. But St. Louis 
is in the worst ciass of offenders. Only three 
of the larger cities pay elementary teachers at the 
beginning of their careers less than St. Louis 
pays them, and these cities permit earnings in 
the elementary schools considerably above the 
highest in the St. Louis scnools. Cincinnati pays 
from $400 to $1500 a year; Jersey City from $408 
tot $1190; Pittsburg from $350 to $1200; Boston 
begins with $552 and runs tv . 2460; in Chicago the 
pay of these teachers ranges from $550 to $1125; 
in Denver from $635 to 91010; in New York from 
$600 to $2400; in Philadelphia from $470 to $1250, 
and in San Francisco from $600 to $150v. 

Is it any wonder that teachers are deserting the 
schools—that the s’pply of candidates 
ing? The cost of living has greatly increased, 
wages have advanced in every line of industry, 
and salaries have advanced greatly. But the poor 
teacher, whose requirements in the way of natural 
aptitude and training far exceed those of ordinary 
occupations, is receiving kere Ae the same pay 
which was doled out years ago when conditions 
were far different. She must dress neatly, live 
decently, keep up her independent study and do 
the most absorbing and wearing work for a pit- 
tance wholly inadequate for her needs. The 
wages of low-grade elementary teachers preclude 
comfortable independence on the part of the 
teachers. 

The problem of retaining competent teachers, 
of meeting the consta.uy growing demand for 
them, and of maintaining them as they qught to 
be maintained, is not met by any annuity associa- 
tion or pension system. It. can onl; be met by 
giving them. just and adequate compensation for 
their service, which ranks among the greatest 
public services.

better health of professional men is admitted. The 


laborer who devours as heart 
y a meal as his means 
will permit before he sets out for a day on the big 


pipes will continue the custom; he will be badly ad- 
vised if he does not. 

One objection to the midday meal that has already 
proved a serious obstruction to professional! life ts a 
further shortening of the working day by one 
hour ° or more—taken from a part of the six 
or eight hours at a time when it can be least easily 
spared. Experience teaches me that attempts to find 
lawyers or financiers, at their offices between 12:30 
and 2 o'clock are generally doomed to failure. Clups 
for the special accommodation of midday confer.

“Three square meals a day” no longer has the 
Same meaning as aforetime. People who can well 
afford the expense attaching to three meals will dis- 
pense with “the Yankee breakfast."”
